THE PRESIDENT'S WORK FOR RECIPROCITY 


' The address delivered 
by President 


tfaft at Chicago Saturday on Canadian 
reciprocity was a full exposition of the 
treaty and with convincing argument? 
»s to the great benefits this treaty, if 
enacted, will bring to this country. The 
occasion was the convention of the West- 
ern Economic League, and with the pres- 
ident's party were a number of univer- 
sitv professors who made short speeches. 
One of the interesting phases was pre- 
sented by H, Parker Willis, now a pro- 
fessor in'the Washington University, and 
B Bon of Mrs. Olympia Brown Willis of 
this 
city, who viewed 
the 
proposed 


tre*ty from the' standpoint as to how 
such would be viewed by other coun- 
tries. He assumed two phases, one that 
other countries might demand the same 
favored treatment on the face without 
returning same concessions as Cnnnda 
through their favored nation clauses; 
the other view that countries might con- 
ceive no claim to the favored nation fea- 
ture unless they placed themselves in the 
name position exactly as have the Unit- 
ed States and Canada. Thus he says if 
foreign countries offer us same conces- 
sions as hns Canada, presenting same 
conditions, they would retain the right 
to demand from us the same sort ot 
treaty. What Mr. Willis says ia of in- 
terest as illustrating the position taken 
by the president, that in any amendment 
to the treaty, this amendment not hav- 
ing been replied to by Canada by simi- 
lar concessions, it would be a one-sidec 
bargain. Thus such concessions viewing 
the point of Mr. Willis, would undoubt 
edly involve us in a lot of trouble. 


Here ore the views of Mr. Willis on 


this phase: 


'•The international tariff position o 


the United States today is dependent on 
two factors. The first is the favored 
nation clause in our commercial treat 
ics; the second the present maximum 
and 
minimum tariff provision of the 


Payne-Aldrich tariff bill. If we odd to 
the" proMom H. third new factor—the rcci 
procity provision now proposed with Can 
ada—how will it ufTej.t the operation o 
the other two elements? 


"We have in force today treaties, in 


chiding the most favored nation clause 
with practically nil foreign countries ex 
cept France, Canada nnd Germany. 


"I-f, now, a 
reciprocal 
arrangemen 


with Canada shall be accepted, how- will 
it affect this existing status? Foreign 
countries either may demand that they 
be granted the benefits of the lower Can- 
adian rates without tiny concession in 
return, or they may concede that the 
right of other nations to enjoy the same 
special concessions depends on tlieir abil- 
ity to offer an equivalent compensation. 


"Should they adopt this latter point 


01 view they would indubitably retain 
the right to insist on obtaining privi- 
leges equivalent to those granted Canada 
conditionally upon offering similar priv- 
ileges ir. c.xchanRi'. 
It may bo expected 


Ihnt almost immediately on completion 
of the Canfldinn agreement Germany will 
withdraw from us certain of the- mini- 
mum rates we now enjoy."

After presenting able arguments sup- 


porting his contention that the reciproc- 
ity pact would be in the interests of 
this 
country, tho president 'reviewed 


other points in connection, and showed 
that his administration wa.-* obliged to 
take tho step it did, and for grave rea- 
sons had been forced to work in an al- 
most profound secrecy. This was not 
intentional by any means, but hy reason 
of the situation forced upon him. He 
thought the farmers had been misled by 
a presentation of a situation that did 
not exist or would not. exist, and that 
the rause of all agriculture would be- 
yond any question be materially advanc- 
ed by the proposed treaty.

This plan of the state of Washington 


m» not been fully explained, only in a 
general way, but the following taken 
from an interview puolished in the Mil- 
waukee Sentinel very well explains the 
method adopted by Washington. 


The interview follows: 
"Paul E. Page, the chairman of the 


commission appointed by Gov. M. 
E. 


Hay of Washington to frame the work- 
men's compensation law that has been 
adopted by the'legislature of that state, 
was at the Hotel PCstcr on Sunday. Mr.

He was returning to Buckley, Wash., 
after attending the annual convention 
of the National Lumbermen's associa- 
tion in Chicago, to which he was sent 
by Gov.

It is intended merely 
to safeguard the men engaged m the 
extra hazardous industries, nnd leaves 
the general public in the same position 
that it was before the adoption of the 


'We took the posfion^that a laborer 


is an asset to the state "and if crippled 
H liability. Good citizenship is an asset, 
and if a family is to lose the bread win- 
ner, the children, not 
being properly 


trained or fed, are liable to become poor 
citizens instead of aststs to the state 


" 'The bill has been passed and becomes 
law on June 10 and will be effective 


on Oct. 1. 


'"The main feature, of the law ie its 


method of assessing the accidents against 
the kind of industries in whieh accidents 
occur, and not on all .alike. The first 
fund, from which all losses are to be 
paid for the first three months, is raisec 
by taxing all firms under the provisions 
of the law a certain percentage of their 
pay rolls for a period of three months 
Then as the losses occur they are charg 
e<' against the lines of industry in whiel 
tht.y happen and not to those in which 
none occur. 


" 'Another feature is that the law pro 


,-ides for the payment of a sum of mon 
ey, arranged in a sliding bcale, for al 
accidents in the extra hazardous 
era 


of ,the libraries,, give a great tund from- 
which a maintenance would be certain.

CHARGES-MISTAKEN EDUCATION 


Tho head philosopher and guide in a 


New Y'ork ethical society in a late ad- 
dress denounces our educational sys- 
tems from the standpoint; of educating, 
too much. He says our schools 
over- 


educate by as much as ninety per cent 
and are educating the children for pur- 
suits and objects in life the great ma- 
jority can not hope to reach. Educa- 
tion on theoretical lines is the main mis- 
laid feature, and economic pressure he 
thinks, is the impelling reason for the 
misshapen education. 


The defects in our system of impart- 


ing knowledge to our youth he docs not 
seem to dwell upon and in fact, skips 
over what many people now real izoj are 
the real defects of our school system. 
There is education,. plenty of 
it, 
in 


abundant doses and in varieties of form, 
but the main essentials are no longer 
even given tiat att«ntion children arc 
in most need of. Fof after all, it is only 
cdueation in lk« ground \vork that fits 
the youth to enter the pursuits of that 
larger education that comes after school 
life is over. 


Notoriously graduates into our 
col- 


leges and universities 
and 
graduates 


from those are deficient in the art of 
spelling, definition of words, and as for 
that knowledge of history, geography 
and arithmetic, a former generation waa 
fairly supplied with, it is mostly not 
there. There seems to be plenty of time, 
however, for all sorts of fads and stud- 
ies unknown in former days, but these 
are subjects that can fw better come in 
later on after the ground work has been 
properly laid. 
Therefore it follows 
if 


as this philosopher and guide alleges,- our 
educators over-educate by ninety per- 
cent and better fits for associations and 
objects so many will fail to attain, why 
not then look to the ground work, the 
essentials of an education, just plain 
arithmetic, fair knowledge of grammar, 
history, geography, spelling and defining 
of words? 
The youth are unfitted be- 


cause they arc uneducated.

These arc lectures, 
illustrated or not, addresses upon some- 
informing subject having the public weal 
in view, jchool entertainments proper, 
and reunions of children and pareflts in 
the school district. In all auch exhibi- 
tions, 'lectures, addresses and meetings, 
the agitator of every ism, cult, social or 
political, should find no entroncz. The 
public schools are for no such purposes. 
But there ore on ample numlwr cf sub- 
jects of interest to the people, the schools, 
teacheVs alike, as well as legitimate pub- 
lic meetings, to in every w*y justify 
opening -the school rooms to the use of 
the people.

Furthermore, it appears that the reso- 


lution providing for the thirty thous- 
and dollar appropriation for this school 
was. .passed at a - special meeting of a 
former county board, and while a coun- 
ty board of supervisors is a continuing 
body and changes only in the personnel 
of the members composing it, I am of 
the opinion, after a careful examination 
of the authorities, that

have connected with it a. tract of land 
suitable for tho purpose of experiment 
and demonstration not less than three 
acres in area. I believe that the loca- 
tion of a school of this sort, us intended 
by tho legislature in the enactment of 
this statute, means to set in a particu- 
lar .spot or position and to designate a 
particular tract of land and to -determine 
the place thereof. 
This committee, in 


accordance with the provisions and of- 
fers made by the county board in exer- 
cising its option to establish 
such 
a 


school and providing an appropriation 
therefor, has exercised the power dele- 
gated to them by the legislature, and 
important rights have become fixed. 


The special committee, in its report 
o your body on the 6th day of June, A. 
D. "1911, has accented a deed of the prop-

culutre and is as necessary to the es- 
tablishment of such a school as tho ex- 
ercise of the option und acceptance of 
offer made -by the statute. All of these 
separate conditions leading up ' to the 
tistublishmcnt of such a school arc ono 
complete act and are not continuous in 
their niiture though it may require sev- 
eral steps to accomplish tho same. 


The power of a. county board of su- 


pervisors' or any legislative, body to re- 
scind former action is incident to and 
necessarily inherent in municipal cor- 
porations and nothing but the most clear, 
direct and absolute prohibition of legis- 
lative enactment could be construed to 
take it away. While the governing body 
of a. municipal corporation, like higher 
legislative bodies, has the power if vest- 
ed rights are not 
thereby 
interfered 


with, 
to reconsider and rescind at any 


tbiie any action previously taken by it, 
J»t this' power to rescind usually refers 
tc governmental functions such as the 
passage of ordinances, by-laws and the 
like or to 'acts of n body that are per- 
petrated "through mistake, fraud or im- 
position or to legislative acts where no 
rights hnv.e become vested.' The weight 
of authority that I am able to find is 
that where certain powers, without par- 
ticular reference to whether the charact- 
er of the-act is judicial or otherwise, 
conferred on such boards are not con- 
tinuous in their nature but are exhaust- 
ed'by a single exercise, they'cannot be 
rescinded in the absence' of fraud or im-

Insect Strength.— Prof. John J. Ward 


relates his experiences in testing the 
strength of insects in the Strand. With 
the aid of a toy coach ond truck he dis- 
covered the pulling power of a bumble 
bee. It very ably manipulated b'o'th the 
empty coach and truck, he says, the 
roof, however, being placed on the for- 
mer. 
The truck was then 
gradually 


loaded with plasticine until an addi- 
tional weight of 166 grains had becu 
reached, the total weight of coach, truck 
and load then being 601 grains. 
The 


weight of the bee was 
exactly 
two 


grains, so that it was pulling a load 
slightly over 300 times its own weight. 
It may, therefore, be said that the pull- 
ing ]x>wcrs of a humble bee are propor- 
tionately thirty times as great as thosu 
of the horse or man, even when both the 
latter are estimated at their maximum 
strength.
